Gerontology  Center  addresses  Alzheimer’s  Disease

Alzheimer’s  Disease  is  the  fourth  lead¬ 
ing  cause  of  death  among  the  elderly  and 
will  effect  10  percent  of  all  people  age  65 
and  older. 

PUC’s  Gerontology  Center  is  doing 
something  about  these  statistics  by  spon¬ 
soring  the  7th  Annual  Indiana  State  Alz¬ 
heimer  Conference  May  15  and  16. 

Dr.  Jean  Prebis,  associate  professor  of 
Psychology,  is  chairperson  for  the  confer¬ 
ence.  Dorothy  Slamkowski,  associate 
professor  of  nursing,  Rhoda  Givens,  asso¬ 
ciate  professor  of  nursing,  and  Dr.  Ralph 
Cherry,  assistant  professor  of  sociology 
and  director  of  the  Gerontology  Center,  are 
involved  with  this  event.' 

The  May  15  conference  will  provide  a 
seminar  and  dinner  for  Lake  County  physi¬ 
cians. 

Dr.  Peter  J.  Whitehouse,  director  of 
the  Alzheimer  Center  of  the  University 
Hospitals  of  Cleveland,  will  present  a 
seminar  entitled  “The  Management  of 
Dementia:  Issues  in  Health  Care  Deliv¬ 
ery.” 

Current  diagnosis  methods  and  cur¬ 
rent  concepts  in  the  therapy  of  Alzheimer’s 


and  other  diseases  affecting  the  aging 
central  nervous  system  will  be  discussed. 

“Physicians  are  not  well  informed 
about  Alzheimer’s  Disease  and  aging. 
Geriatric  medicine  is  relatively  new  on  the 
scene,”  said  Prebis. 

The  second  conference  will  be  held 
May  16  at  Valparaiso  University.  It  is  for 
health  care  professionals  other  than  physi¬ 
cians,  families  of  Alzheimer  patients,  and 
the  general  public. 

Whitehouse  will  start  the  conference 
at  9  aun.  with  the  keynote  address,  “Alz¬ 
heimer’s  Disease:  A  Look  Ahead.” 

Afterwards,  a  question  period  and  time 
for  displays  will  be  given.  Displays  will 
feature  methods  of  care  for  Alzheimer 
victims  and  ways  to  manage  the  stress  of 
caregiving. 

Later,  Carol  J.  Farran,  DJ9.Sc.,  R.N., 
director  of  Psychosocial  Research  at  the 
Alzheimer’s  Disease  Center  at  Rush  Pres¬ 
byterian  University,  will  talk  about  “Find¬ 
ing  Meaning  Through  Caregiving.” 

Following  a  break  for  lunch,  a  series  of 
workshops  will  be  offered. 

Topics  range  from  “Behavioral  Man¬ 
agement  and  Communication  Strategies” 


to  “Public  Policy  and  Legislation.” 

Workshops  will  also  discuss  “Devel¬ 
oping  and  Managing  Adult  Day  Care  Pro¬ 
grams,”  “The  Legal  and  Ethical  Rights  of 
the  Alzheimer  Patient,”  “Caregiving 
Coping  Strategies,”  and  “Managing  A 
Difficult  Patient  with  Activities.” 

Prebis  said  she  hopes  to  expand 
people’s  understanding  of  the  disease  and 
the  most  beneficial  ways  to  handle  prob¬ 
lems  within  families.

Other  readers  may  already  have  re¬ 
sponded  to  Michelle  Guamero’s  thoughts 


on  discrimination.’  But  just  in  case,  per¬ 
mit  me. 

No  one  need  bemoan  minority  discrimi¬ 
nation  against  “the”  majority. 

Conceptually  there  can  be  only  one  ma¬ 
jority  in  a  group.  Guamero  wrote  of  ‘  ‘ma¬ 
jorities.” 

If  the  question  is  racial  discrimination, 
that  means  one  racial  group  negatively 
impacts  on  the  constitutionally  guaranteed 
opportunities,  rights  and  privileges  of  an¬ 
other.  African  Americans  lack  the  power, 
prestige  and  funds  of  the  majority. 

If  the  groups  under  discussion  are  clas¬ 
sified  by  gender,  males  dominate  this  soci¬ 
ety.  Therefore  females  cannot  hurt  the 
male  group’s  advancement  or  opportunity 
for  advancement.  If  members  of  groups 
join  together  to  pursue  legal  and  moral 
options,  and  do  so  legally  and  morally, 
there  is  no  discrimination. 

The  United  Negro  College  Fund  collects 
from  whomever  empathizes  with  the  cause 
of  educational  opportunity  for  all.  The 


funds  are  distributed  to  traditionally  Black 
Colleges  orUniversities. 

That  is  certainly  not  discrimination. 
(Does  Guamero’s  family  discriminate 
against  other  Purdue  students  because  they 
fund  her  education  and  not  theirs?) 

The  students  are  those  who  apply  and 
enroll  in  those  schools  -  absent  racial  re¬ 
strictions.  Some  enrollees  are  white,  brown, 
some  red,  some  yellow,  most  are  black. 
Ditto  the  faculties.  Some  black  schools  are 
not  in  the  list  because  their  endowments 
and  other  funds  are  adequate  for  their  op¬ 
eration. 

There  are  a  few  not  in  the  list  because 
they  are  NO  LONGER  PREDOMI¬ 
NATELY  BLACK.  No  one  cried  dis¬ 
crimination,  reverse  or  otherwise. 

A  Black  Student  Union  is  usually  es¬ 
tablished  in  order  to  legitimize  minority 
presence  on  majority  campuses.  They  are 
not  there  to  fight  whites,  harass  whites  or 
take  over  anything. 

The  aim  is  to  protect  African  self  im¬ 
age,  sense  of  self  worth  and  to  SHARE  Af¬ 
rican  American  gifts  and  traditions  with 


others.  It  is  hoped  that  white  people  and 
others  will  get  involved  in  this  goal. 

Learning  about  each  other  and  sharing 
with  each  other  would  be  a  plus  for  all 
concerned.  ‘  ‘America,  America,  God  shed 
His  grace  on  thee;  and  crown  thy  GOOD 
with  Brotherhood...” 

There  are  at  least  a  half-dozen  white  he¬ 
roes  whose  holidays  we  celebrate.  There  is 
one  Afro-American  -  so  far. 

Would  adding  another  white,  the  afore¬ 
mentioned  Susan  B.  Anthony  (unquestiona¬ 
bly  a  people’s  champion),  make  for  equal¬ 
ity?  Conceptually,  no. 

Five  or  six  is  not  equal  to  one.  So 
should  more  whites  be  added,  or  Washing¬ 
ton,  Lincoln,  and  a  couple  others  subtracted? 
All  in  the  name  of  equality,  of  course. 

And  what  shall  we  do  about  Jesus,  the 
Christ?  Shut  down  our  brains  and  go  along 
with  artistic  renderings  which  place  Him  in 
the  European  group  -  which  He  wasn’t. 

Or  locate  Him  among  the  populace  of 
Bethlehem  and  Galilee  on  the  near  edge  of 
Asia,  close  to  Africa;  a  land  area  called  The 
Middle  East?  Is  He  in  the  group  of  white 


heroes  or  is  He  “other?” 

To  believers,  isn’t  He  Lord  of  all  and 
isn’t  that  the  significance  of  the  Christmas 
holiday-holyday?  Polluted  thinking  gets 
very  convoluted.  Maybe  Christmas  (and 
Easter)  can’t  be  constricted  by  a  racial 
listing  of  holidays.  I  so  move. 

It  may  help  Guamero  and  others,  shad¬ 
owed  by  discrimination  where  none  exists, 
to  place  questions  in  the  context  of  the 
Golden  Rule:  Do  not  to  another  what  you 
would  not  want  done  to  you.

On  April  6  and  9,  members  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  Against  Racism  at  PUC  passed  out 
information  about  a  meeting  to  combat 
racism.  On  the  back  of  this  was  the  Anti- 
Racist  Bill  of  Rights.  As  an  English  major 
I  have  two  points  to  discuss  regarding  this 
Bill  of  Rights. 

The  fust  is  that  according  to  The  Ameri¬ 
can  Heritage  Dicuonary,  which  is  the  dic¬ 
tionary  used  in  ENGL  104,  a  “right”  is 
“something  that  is  due  to  a  person  by  law, 
tradition,  or  nature.”  Not  one  point  on  this 
Bill  of  Rights  is  constructed  to  meet  these 
criteria.
